Sheriff’s deputies of Los Angeles 
county,co-operating w ith 
Sheriff C. 
E. Jackson of O range county, today 
w ere continuing th eir efforts to un­ 
cover some tangible clew th a t would 
lead to the solving of the m ystery 
surrounding tho death of Julian 
F. 
Cum berland, w ealthy retired ranch­ 
er, whose body, w ith a heavy w eight 
wired to the neck, w as found on the 
sands a t Sunset Beach. 
At the sam e tim e, it becam e known 
th at C um berland years ago lived at 
W estm inster. George G oltrard, 
of 
W interberg, was a friend of Cum­ 
berland. T heir acquaintanceship be­ 
gan 
a t 
W estm inster, w here they 
both worked. 
Acting upon the assum ption th at 
Cum berland was a victim of 
foul 
play, Sheriff Jackson today in stru ct­ 
ed his deputies to investigate every 
angle of the finding of 
the 
m an’s 
body, in an effort to determ ine the 
cause of death. 
Im pressed by the statem ent 
of 
Mrs. E sther C. K ratz, daughter 
of 
the rancher, th a t h er fath er spent 
several nights 
each week in 
the 
Mexican quarter, teaching English 
to M exican 
children. Sheriff Ja c k -1 
son today was paying 
particular at- j 
tent km to the piece nf railroad iron 
attached to C um berland’s neck. 
W orks On Thug Theory 
The sheriff was considering 
the 
theory th at 
thugs 
in 
the 
Aliso- 
street district of Iajs Angeles m ight 
have 
waylaid 
C um berland, 
sand­ 
bagged him and then fastened 
the 
iron to his neck for the purpose of 
concealing the crim e. 
T his section of iron, the sheriff 
pointed out, wad of a type readily 
obtainable in trash-dum ps in N orth­ 
east Los Angeles and along the bed 
of 
the JjOs Angeles river. The piece 
of iron was 
not 
stndard 
railroad 
size. It was a 2%-foot section 
of 
light rail, such as th at used on nar­ 
row guage lines and in the construc­ 
tion of spurs and branch lines in gas 
plants, m ining 
operations 
and In 
factory yards w here sm all cars are 
used to shunt m aterial around 
on 
m iniature railroads. 
T he piece of 
iron 
w as old and 
rusty, but the w ire used in fasten­ 
ing it to the neck w as strong and 
com paratively new. The w ire 
had 
been 
donbled 
and. 
according 
to 
Sheriff Jackson, wound tw ice around 
th e 
rancher’s 
neck 
and 
tightly 
drawn. 
“Although we have been unable to 
locate any known enem ies of Cum­ 
berland,’’ said Sheriff Jackson, “it 
is just possible th at he m ight have 
been under surveilance 
by 
those 
who frequent the M exican q u arters 
in Los Angeles. 
Quick to Make Friends 
“We know th at he was easy-going, 
quick to make friends with stran g ­ 
ers, and it would have been no task 
at all for those having designs on 
his life to lead him on by pretend- 
ing to be interested in his settle­ 
m ent work in 
Los 
Angeles. 
In 
rheckng up on the case, we 
have 
to consider this and e th er phases of 
the m atter. 
“Los Angeles and O range 
county 
officers will continue to work on the 
theory th a t this was a case of m ur­ 
der, rath e r than suicide. 
C um ber­ 
land m ay have taken his own life, 
as som e think, but this is open to 
doubt.” 
Investigation today a t the C um ber­ 
land hom e in Los Angeles disclosed 
the fact th at th e rancher’s 
w atch, 
reported m issing 
by his daughter, 
Mrs. E sther C. K ratz, had been lo­ 
cated. 
P rior to his disappearance, Cum ­ 
berland left his w atJh at a rep air 
shop in H ighland Park, saying 
it 
was out of order and he would call 
for it. later. T his he failed to do. 
Today, Erb. the w atchm aker, re­ 
ported to m em bers et 
the 
fam ily 
th at 
the tim epiece is still a t 
his 
shop. 
C um berland's checkbook, which he 
invariably carried and which 
was 
also reported 
m issing, today 
was 
found 
by C um berland’s 
daughter. 
The rancher had left it a t his home 
before his disappearance last F ri­ 
day. 
To Question Bankers 
In an effort to learn w hether her 
father had drawn any considerable 
am ount of money from one of sev­ 
eral banks where he was a deposi­ 
tor, Mrs. K ratz today was preparing 
to question Pomona, La Verne and 
Bakersfield bankers concerning her 
father's accounts. If he was a victim 
of bunko operatives, it was believed 
his bank accounts would show evi­ 
dences of recent 
heavy w ithdraw ­ 
als. 
Funeral services for Cum berland 
were held today at the F irst P res­ 
byterian church of H ighland Park. 
Interm ent was m ade in Forest Lawn 
cem etery, near Glendale. 
Mrs. Cum berland, cousin of I. 
I-. 
M erchant of T ustin, was reported 
slightly improved today. She 
has 
been seriously ill with influenza at 
th e Cum berland residence in 
Los 
Angeles.
